wondered at the cause. 
They could 


not account for the superiority in fla- 
vor and quality of the fruit from the 
Salt River valley. 


The Salt River Valley Orange Grow- 


er's 
Association shipped eleven car- 


loads of oranges to the 
New York 


market during 
the 
season. 
These 


shipments consisted of 12GS 
whole 


boxes and 5815 half boxes, exclusive 
of "gift" boxes. The second carload of 
oranges brought the highest price, as 
it. netted $2093.73. 
The highest price 


received for any one lot was paid for 
forty boxes, which brought $4.15 per 
half box. 
The car which sold the low- 


est was shipped December 12 and sold 
December 20. 
It brought $1434, and 


after paying freight and expenses of 
selling netted $991. 


The first carload of 
oranges 
was 


shipped November 2G. selling in New 
York on December 8, while the last 
car was shipped December 20, and sold 
January 1C.
